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THE SENATORIAL QUESTION. 
Senator Carpenter reached Madison on 
Monday evening, and is now giving his 
Senatorial claims his personal attention. 
Senator Howe, it is said,will not be on the 
ground, but will allow Mr. Rublee to fight 
his battle for him. Our special this after­ 
noon trom Madison says the condition of 
things remains unchanged. The lobby is 
one of the largest ever known, and the in­ 
tensest efforts for success are being made 
by the candidates and their friends. Polit­ 
ically, 
Madison is at fever heat, bat 
the 
advantages 
seem 
to 
be 
in 
favor of no particular candidate. Mr. 
Keyes has the largest lobby, and his work­ 
ers are as busy as flies in a sugar-cask, but 
all the reports that his strength Is definite­ 
ly ascertained, must ba received with con­ 
siderable 
allowance. Our 
telegraphic 
correspondent gives new figures which he 
obtained to-day noon from two sides. At 
Carpenter's 
headquarters, 
Keyes was 
allowed JI, Carpenter 30, and Howe 26, 
making 90 votes which are two more than 
the Republicans can jatse at the present 
time, Senator Phillips being dead, and a 
Racine member being 
confined to his 
home on account of illness. At the Keyes 
headquarters of course this result was 
varied considerable, as Mr. Keyes was 
credited with having 38. Carpenter with 
only 20, Howe with 21, and scattering 1 0 - 
making a total of 89. All these conjectures 
are altogether unreliable, as no man knows 
What the caucus will bring forth, ana until 
then, all speculations in the interest of 
certain candidates, may as well be laid 
aside. It is said Senator Howe's friends

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“IHE PRESERVATION OF FORESTS.” 
In the Nortn American Review for Jan­ 
uary is a very excellent paper on the sub­ 
ject which heads this article. It was writ- 
ten by Felix L. Oswald, who seems to have 
paid considerable attention to the very 
important question of protecting the for­ 
ests of the United States. This subject 
has been neglected for years in this coun­ 
try. As settlement and civilization ad­ 
vance rn the new Territories, the forests 
are destroyed, and at the rate which the 
destruction of timber has been going on 
for a few years past, it will not be long be 
tore the want of wood will be severely 
felt even in 
the “Far West.” The 
Americans 
can 
learn 
a 
lesson 
from 
the 
“inhabitants 
of 
Persia, 
Egypt, and the Mediterranean nations, 
who 'once enjoyed heaven on this side of 
the grave,’ but who have perished al­ 
together with their forests.” 
Mr. Oswald 
Bays the destruction of forests is an outrage 
against the physical laws of God, and its 
significance is preached by every desolate 
conntry on the surface of this planet; and 
that three million square miles of the best 
lands which ever united the conditions of 
human happiness have perished in the sand 
drifts of artificial deserts, and are now ir­ 
retrievably lost to mankind. To show how 
the forests of the Western hemisphere are 
being destroyed, Mr. Oswald furnishes 
some statistics which are considered reliable, 
and which give the yearly decrease of the 
forest area. In North and South America, 
the average yearly rate is 7,600,0000 acres, 
or about 11,400 square miles! 
In the 
United States alone, the destruction of tim­ 
ber has advanced from 1,600 square miles 
in 1835, to 7,000 in 1355, and 8.400 in 
1876. 
Between 1750 and 1335, the total 
aggregate of forests felled in South and 
Central America, and in the Eastern, 
Southeastern, and Southwestern Slates of 
our Republic, may be fairly estimated at 
from 45,000,000 to 50,000 OOO acres. In 
other words, Mr. Oswald says, “we have 
been wasting the moisture eupply of the 
American soil at the average ratio of seven 
per cent tor each quarter of a century dur" 
ing the last one huudred and twenty years, 
and are now fast approaching the limit 
beyond which any funker decrease will 
affect the climatic phenomena of the entire 
continent.” 
To show the barrenness of 6ome of our 
Territories, aud to stimulate the planting 
of trees and the protection of the t jrests, 
it is said there is a piece of land which 
reaches from the Red River of the North 
to the Indian reservations of Washington 
Territory, and southward to a line drawn 
from Virginia City to the mouth of the 
Big Cheyenne, which may be describ­ 
ed 
in 
the 
words 
of 
General 
Hazen, as “a blank from the Columbia to 
Missouri—a hopeless and absolute barren 
300,000 square miles in 
extent.” 
The 
word “barrenness” is hardly sufficient to 
describe the utterly unimprovable charac­ 
ter of these plains. Sixty thousand square 
miles in Utah and Nevada, 45,000 in Ari­ 
zona, and 180,000 between the Rocay 
Mountains of New Mexico and tho sand 
bills of Western Texas “are as unfit for 
tillage as the crater of an active volcano.” 
The climatic effect ot destroying the for­ 
ests is illustrated by the fact that eleven 
times, or almost every other year since 
1850, 
the 
country 
between the 
Alabama 
River 
and 
the 
State 
border ot the two Carolinas had to suffer 
from dry summers, which rn 1855, ’59, and 
*75 threatened the South with a general 
famine, and have permanently lowered 
the average water line of some Southern 
nyers by several inches, in the sandy 
and level districts of New Jersey and Del­ 
aware the natural tendency to aridity is 
counteracted by the extensive orchards 
that have taken the place of the Virgin 
forests -, but the farmers of Wisconsin, 
Northern Illinois, and Indiana, who devote 
their plans to the exclusive production of 
gram crops "are inviting a danger from 
WbWh the neighborhood of the Great

will 
not 
save 
them 
for 
many more years.” Under these circum­ 
stances It behooves us to look well after 
our magnificent forests, that they may not 
perish from the land. But Mr. Oswald 
clearly appreciates the difficulty of enforc­ 
ing forest laws. 
Government inference is 
generally unpopular here, and for this 
reason it will not be an easy thing to 
strictly enforce laws which many people 
might think unnecessary. 
He suggests 
these measures: 
1. In every township where the disap­ 
pearance of arboreal vegetation begins to 
affect the springs and water-conrses, let a 
space of, say, 50 acres, on a hill, if possible, 
be appropriated for a “township grove,” as 
an oasis to be forever consecrated to shade 
trees, birds’ nests, picnics Ac. 
2. In all the new settlements, and in 
the mountain regions of the elder States, 
let the woods on the upper ridges, or on 
the summit of isolated hills be spared by 
mutual agreement of the owners. 
By 
taking out decaying trees, and cultivating 
the undergrowth, new forests would soon 
grow up for firewood, and would be valu­ 
able especially in districts where timber is 
already very scarce. 
3. Iu the treeless regions of the “ Great 
West” not only amateur societies (which 
have set a good example in Kansas and 
Iowa) bot every grange and farmers’ un­ 
ion in eyery country should devote them­ 
selves to tree-culture. 
4. Let every land owner sec to it that the 
balk or boundaries of bis estate, and the 
unplowed ridges between the subdivisions* 
be set with shade trees. 
5. Plant fruit trees wherever there is a 
field of land neither otherwise occupied 
nor absolutely barren ; aud be sure that 
their influence on the atmosphere in sum­ 
mer aud their fertilizing leaves in fall will 
more than indemnify the adjoining fields 
for the modicum of sunlight they may in­ 
tercept.

N e w Y o u k, January ll, 1879. 
The failure of a Chicago leal house of supposed 
wealth and good standing, threw the market into 
a state or uneasiness and insecurity. This, in 
connection witn the absence of many of our oper­ 
ators, who are in the to >acco-gruwing regions, 
caused market business in seed leaf to come al­ 
most to a standstill. The transactions on a small 
scale—that is, sales to small munufac urers, 
which we do not include in our weekly reviews— 
are reported very satisfactory. This class of 
manulaciurera still preler the Connecticut tobac­ 
cos lur wrapping purposes, while witn large man­ 
ufacturers the demand for Pennsylvania abdom ­ 
inales over ult other kinie. Reports from the 
tobacco section speak of activity among buyers 
of the '78 crop, m e figures paid are very large, 
and apparently hazardous. There will be a scar­ 
city of leaf in the summer, and no doubt 78 to­ 
baccos will sell very early; but whether they will 
readily sell at a ruoFir, is questionable. Never­ 
theless, the prospect for business iu ive tobacco 
trade is such as warrants brisk investments in 
new leaf. Besides this, leal packers nave had a 
chance of making mouiy out of 
77 tobacco. 
Tneu why should they not have a chance of los­ 
ing it on tho ’76?
